Vaucaucourt on his Left with 100 Horfe, and 100 
Grenadiers. He pofted the 100 Grenadiers in Am- 
bufh, and advancing with the 100 Horfe, came up 
With 400 of the Enemy,of which 300 were Foraging 
while 100 kept Guard ; thefe he charg’d fo briskly, 
that he broke them at firft fhock, and put them to fo 
diforderly a Flight, that the other 300 were ob- 
lig’d to take to their Heels likewife, 130 of them 
were kill’d, and 15 taken, with 80 Horfes.

From the Imperial Camp near Borgoforte, July 29. 
The Enemy having pafs'd the Po at Cremona and 
at Cafal Maggiore with above 30000 Men, divided 
themfelves into 2 Bodies, with one of which that 
was compos’d of Gens d’Armes and Grenadiers, 
they came upon our 3 Regiments of Darmftadr, 
Commerci, and Vifconti, that were commanded by 
General Vifconti, and encamp’d on the other fide of 
the Taffone, fo unexpectedly, that our Men had 
hardly time to mount on Horfeback ; the Enemy ha- 
ving defeated the out-guards,furrounded and charg’ 
the 3 Regiments , having likewife poffefs’d them- 
felves of the Bridge on the Taffone, by which our 
Men might have retreated ; The Regiments defen- 
ded themfelves with great Bravery , repulfing the

~ ‘Retreat. Gen. Vifconti had 2 Horfes kill’d under 


him, and was one of the laft that retir’d over the 
Bridge. We loft all our Baggage, (except a few 
Horfes and Mules ) 10 Standards, 2 Pair of Kettle 
Drums, and about 500 Men ; but the Enemy, thro” 
the obftinare refiftance of our Troops, loft above 
zooo, and (asthe Deferters report) have fent to 
Cafal Maggiore 300 of their wounded, befides what 
they have fent to other places. We had 2 Licute- 
nant Collonels and 12 Captains either kill’d, woun- 
ded or taken. Major Samiz of the Regiment of 
Guido Staremberg was wounded and taken Prifo- 
ner, 
From the Paris Gazette, Dated Aug. 19. 

Paris, Aug. 19: We have receiv’d a further rela- 
tion, (more exact in the particulars than our former) 
of the Fight at Santa Vittoria; The King of Spain 
being arriv’d on the 20th of laft Month at Catftel- 
nuovo ,» The Duke of Vendome, while the Camp 
was marking out, went with fome Troops to take 
a View of the Croftolo.

melting of the Snow have {well’d it. He pafs’d over 
it at the Fords which were unguarded, and as foon 
as he had got on the other fide, was inform’d by a 
Prieft and a Deferter that General Vifconti was en- 
camp’d 4 Miles off with the Regiments of Cuiraffiers 
of Darmftade, Commerci, and Vifconti, and the 
Dragoons of Herbeville, making together 3000 Men. 
The D. of Vendome had 14 Companies of Grena- 
diers, and 25 Squadrons, or rathcr 25 Troops of 
Horfe, compos’d of 1 Squadron of Gens d’Armes, 5 
Regiments of Cavalry, 3 of Dragoons, and 1 of Ca-' 
rabiniers. All together making but about 18000 
Men, by reafon of the Detachments that had been 
drawn out of them to be employ’d elfewhere ; fo 
that of the 3 Regiments of Dragoons there were but 
200 Men. The D. of Vendome divided them into 
3 Columns, of which the Right was led by himéfelf, 
the Left by Monfieur Albergotti, and the Middle in 
which were the Grenadiers by the Marquis de Cre- 
qui. While they advanc’d in this Order, a Detach~ 


ment of 20 Englifh Gentlemen attack’d the Enemies. 


Guard which was fupported by their Picquet, and 
kept their ground till the D. de Vendome came up, 
who drove the Guard and the Picquet to a Caffine 
that was before their Left, on the Highway from 
Reggio to Guaftalla. Their Right was at Santa 
Vittoria; the River Taffone being behind them,over 
which were 2 wooden Bridges, one at Santa Vir- 
toria, and the other a little lower. They threw 
fome Troops into the Caffine to make head againft 
our Cavalry, but the Marquis de Crequi art the 
head of the Grenadiers beat them out of it, after a 
tty long difpute, in which his Gentleman of the 
orfe and a Page were wounded behind him. Be- 
yond the Caffine the Enemy had 8 Squadrons of 
Cuiraffiers fronting the Cafline ; Another Party of

Right, drawn up fo as to attack in Flank thofe that 
‘fhould advance, and to oppofe our Troops that 
march’d on the Left. Immediately the Marquis de 
Crequy order’d fome Companies of Grenadiers to 
file off along a Ditch that led from the Highway 
to the Taffone, who fir’d fo briskly on the 8 Squa- 
drons that they oblig’d them to give way ; upon 
which the D. of Vendome mov'd forwards, and 
ftreighten’d them in their Ground. Mean time the 
Marquis de Crequy with the Grenadiers and fome 
Dragoons, clear’d the Highway of the Enemy, and 
gave an opportunity to Monficur Albergotti to ad- 
vance with the Left to Santa Vittoria ; where they 
joyn’d and beat the Enemy from fome Houfes where 
they had pofted themfelves. Then the Imperialifts be- 
took themfelves to flight,and fo many endeavour'd to 
pafs over the 2 Bridges, that they crowded one ano- 
ther into the Taffone, and thofe that could not get 


to the Bridges, quitted their Horfes, threw off their 


Cuiraffes, and leap’d into the River , but the bank 
on vother fide was fo high, that before they could 

get out, moft of them were kill’d by the Grenadiers. 

The reft to the number of 400, feeing no means of 
efcaping, furrender’d themfelves. Thofe that could 
get over the Taffone rally’d, and took Poft in fome 
Houfes, but were beaten out of them by the Mar- 
quis de Crequi and Monfieur Albergotti, who fol- 
low’d them over the Bridges. Yet they rally’d agen, 
and ftood feveral charges; but our Troops being 
fatigu’d, and Night drawing on, ‘twas not thought 
convenient to purfue them further. The Imperia- 
lifts loft 1500 Men, kill’d, drown’d, or made Prifo- 
ners, befides the Wounded and Deferters ; and we 
but 120 killd or wounded. We took 2000 Cui- 
raffes, 16 Standards, 3 Pair of Kettle Drums, 1000 
Horfes, befides what were kil'd or drown’d ; and 
found Money, Pilate, and other Booty, with a great 
quantity of Forage in their Camp. : 

Letters of the 5th fromthe fame Army fay, That 
on the 28th w/t. the King of Spain encamp’d near 
the place of Battle, from whence he fent Monfieur 
Albergotti with fome Troops and 4 Pieces of Caynon, 
to poffefs himfelf of Reggio. The Governor, after 
a thort Parley, yielded up the place to him, on Con- 
dition, that the Town fhould be oblig’d only to 
furnith Provifions and Forage. Monfieur Albergotti 
left a Garrifon in the Caftle,and march’d to Modena, 
which fol!ow’d the Example of Reggio. He left a- 
nother Garrifon there likewife, from whence the 
Duke and Dutchefs are retir’d to Bolognia. Carpi 
and ether places of that Dutchy have {ent to offer 
Obedience. The 31ft, the Army march’d to Novel- 
Jara, and the 4th of Auguft to Tefta, a League fur- 
ther, where they continu’d encamp’d on the sth. 
Monfieur de Goas, a Brigadier of Dragoons, was 
detach’d on the 2d, with 600 Horfe towards Gonza- 
ga. The 3d at break of Day, 50 Spanith Troopers 
met with a Troop of Imperialifts near that place, 
whom they routed, killing 6 on the fpot; they 
could take but 5 Prifoners, and 12 Horfes. The 
Prifoners fay, that the Enemy have left only 18 Bar- 
talions at Borgoforte,and that the reft of the ir Army 
is pafs’d over the Po. 

From the Leyden Gazette, Dated Aug. 21. 

Letters from the Camp before Landau of the 15th 
fay, That the King of the Romans appear'd fre- 
quently in the Trenches, and that on the Night of 
the 14th they carry’d by Storm,the Counterfcarp on 
the fide of the great Attack, with the lofs of 50 Men 
kill'd or wounded.

From the Harlem Courant, Dated Aug. 22. 

Cracow, Aug. 6. A Swedifh Courier has been ta- 
ken by one of our Parties, and his Letters open’d, 


in which ‘tis found, that the King of Sweden has 
fome defign of marching into Silefia. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Aug. 22. 

Drefden, Aug. 16. The laft Letters from Poland 
fay, That the King of Sweden has pafs’d the Vi- 
ftula within 5 Miles of Cracow. The King of 
Poland is on the fame fide of the River, and both 
Armies, when the Letters came away, were within 
an Houtr’s March of one another. 

The Defeat of the Swedifh General Slippenbach 
by the Mufcovites, and the Siege of Dorpat, is cun- 
firm’d. 

There are no Letters by this Poft from the Army 
under the Earl of Marlborough. And in the foreign 
Prints there are no Advices from thence of a later 
Date than the 17th; but they mention Letters from 
Bolduc, that fay the great Convoy which went 
out of that Town for the Army, by the way of 
Grave, is arriv’d in the Camp. They fay nothing 
of the Siege of Venlo.
